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LATE  HEWS 


Harvesting  of  1945  crops  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  was  delayed  "by  a 
week  to  10  days  "by  cold  and  wet  weather.     Erosts  were  reported  in  northern  parts 
of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  but  the  damage  was  not  believed  to  be  exten- 
sive.    Some  sprouting  also  was  reported.     In  areas  where  the  harvest  is  late  the 
belief  is  that  grades  will  be  slightly  lowered  owing  to  bleaching.    Pastures  were 
reported  to  have  benefited  from  the  rain.     Late  crops  such  as  corn,  potatoes,  and 
sugar  beets  in  Manitoba  were  retarded  as  a  result  of  the  low  temperatures. 

Late  reports  indicate  that  the  wet,  cool  weather  is  continuing  and  unless  a 
period  of  good  drying  weather  occurs  vdthin  the  next  few  days  damage  may  be  much 
more  extensive  than  now  expected.     The  feed  grain  crop  is  reported  as  disappoint- 
ing and  delays  in  harvest  will  further  aggravate  this  situation  through  deterio- 
ration in  quality. 

Crop  prospects  in  Greece  as  of  September  1  were  officially  estimated  as 
follows(in  1,000  short  tons):-    Barley,  84;  oats,  62;  rye,  32;  and  meslin,22  tons. 
In  the  absence  of  any  effective  collection  control,  the  exact  amounts  that  will  be 
available  in  commercial  channels  cannot  be  determined.

GRAINS,  GRAIN  PRODUCTS,  AND  FEEDS 

IBTBSD  STATES  RICE  EXPORTS 
INCREASED  DURING  TEE  WAR 

Rice  exports  from  the  United  States  of  491  million  pounds  milled 
during  the  1944-45  marketing  year  of  August  through  July  exceeded  the 
peak  wartime  shipments  of  the  preceding  year.    Shipments  were  substan- 
tially larger  than  the  average  of  358  million  pounds  during  the  5-year 
period,  1937-33  to  1941-42.    Total  rice  exports  to  Europe  declined  from 
a  large  volume  in  1942-43  as  a  result  of  decreased  shipments  to  the  Allied 
countries,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Soviet  Union.    A  continuation  of  re- 
latively large  exports  to  these  countries,  however,  and  substantial  ship- 
ments to  the  Netherlands  maintained  total  European  exports  considerably 
above  the  prewar  level.

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Record  United  States  rice  exports  to  Cuba,  amounting  to  333  million 
pounds  in  igkk-k1?,  were  considerably  larger  than  those  of  the  year  he- 
fore.    Shipments  to  this  country  have  increased  every  year  since  1937-38, 
when  American  rice  first  entered  the  Cuban  market  in  volume.    Exports  to 
Canada  in  l^kk-k^  were  smaller  than  the  peak  deliveries  of  19^2-Ji-3,  but 
were  substantially  larger  than  prewar. 

FATS  AND  OILS 

CUBAN  FATS  AND  OILS  SUPPLIES 
REMAIN  TIGHT 

The  Cuban  fats  and  oils  situation  showed  very  little  change  in  August, 
and  supplies  renamed  tight  as  in  preceding  months.    Arrivals  of  fats  dur- 
ing Augast  were  fairly  adequate  but  were  only  sufficient  to  meet  essential 
needs  for  domestic  consumption.    There  was  no  surplus  to  help  rebuild  sto< " 

Lard  receipts  for  January  to  August  of  this  year,  indicating  Cuba's  ti 
position  in  fats  and  oils,  have  been  29  percent  les3  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year.    At  the  sane  time,  industrial  fats  have  been  down  13  per- 
cent.   Edible  oil  imports  have  more  than  tripled,  as  compared  to  19^-, 
but  thege  inports  have  been  insufficient  to  offset  smaller  Cuban  production 
and  reduced  lard  imports.' 

All  edible  fat  receipts  during  August  were  from  the  United  States. 
The  principal  itens  were  k,7  million  pounds  of  lard  and  1.0  million  pounds 
of  soybean  oil.    In  addition,  117,537  pounds  of  olive  oil  were  received, 
the  largest  monthly  moveusht  of  this  oil  since  prewar.. 

Industrial  fats  arrived  in  August  from  the  United  States,  Argentina, 
and  Brazil.    Arrivals  included  3.6  million  pounds  of  Argentine  soap  tal- 
low and  1^1,593  pounds  of  linseed  oil.    Receipts  from  Brazil  were  snail, 
being  31,872  pounds  of  coconut  oil  and  5,307  pounds  of  pain  oil.  These 
recent  arrivals,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  were  the  first  movement  of  these 
industrial  fats  since  prewar.         '  •  ' 

.  The  prevailing  trade  estimate  of  edible  oil  production  from  the  19^5 
peanut  crop  is  10  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  12  million  pounds  for 
last  year.    Crushing  began  In  early  September  and  will  -continue  through 
February  19^6.    Butter  production  is  rising  seasonally  with  the  August 
output  being  estimated  at:200,000  to  250,000  pounds,  a  level  far  smaller 
than  the  demand.    Total  August  production  of  tallow  is  believed  to  be 
about  500,000  pounds.    During  August  about  200,000  pounds  of  lard  from 
domestic  slaughter  reached  commercial  channels.  •  • 

BRAZIL  SETS  MBTIMUM  PRICE  '  - 

FOR  SPECIFIED  OILSEEDS 

Under  the  Emergency  Plan,  the  Bank  of  Brazil  has  established  a 
minimum  price  for  specified  crops.    The  oilseeds  included  are  peanuts, 
ko  cruzeiros  per  ^+0  kilogram  bags  (about  2.3  cents  per  pound);  soybeans, 
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90  cruzeiros  per  90  kilogram  bags  ($1.40  per  bushel);  and  sunflower 
seed,  1,5  cruzeiros  per  kilogram.  (3.5  cents  per  pound).    Prices  are  to 
apply  at  the  ports  of  the  country  where  the  products,  packed  in' good  bags, 
stamped  with  the  date  of  harvest,  classification  and  fumigation,  will  be  ■ 
stored  in  agricultural -warehouses  created  by  Decree  No.  7002  of  October  20, 
19^4,    The  Carteira  do  Credito  Agricola  e  Industrial  de  Banco  Brazil  (Agri- 
cultural and  Industrial  Credit  Department  of  the  Bank  of  Brazil )will  in- 
dicate to  which  ports  the  crops  shall  be  sent.

Stocks  of  cotton  held  by  the  Mexican  Government  on  August  1,  1945, 
have  been  reduced  to  approximately  100,000  bales  mostly  through  sales 
to  American  export  firms.    While  no  public  announcement  has  been  made  that 
the  Government  will  discontinue  its  policy  of  supporting  cotton  prices, 
there  are  definite  indications  that  the  Government  will  enter  the  market 
during  the  current  season  only  if  prices  decline  to  a  very  low  level. 
Cotton  growing  is  being  discouraged  in  this  way  and  through  restriction  of 
production  loans  while  farmers  are  encouraged  to  increase  the  cultivation 
of  wheat  and  corn. 
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The    Government 1 3  cotton  price  support  program  was  "began  in  De center  • 
19^3  when  the  Banco  de  Comercio  (Foreign  Trade  Bank)  was  authorized  to 
buy  cotton  at  a  fixed  schedule  "based  on. 95  pesos  per  Spanish  quintal 
(19.27  cents  per  pound)  for  Strict  Middling  1-inch  staple  in  thoLaguna 
area.    This  schedule  was  reduced  "by  3  pesos  (.6  cent)  on  June  23,  19Mf, 
when  a  near -record  crop  was  in  view  with  poor  prospects  for  exportation 
without  heavy  loss.    The  Government  p  rchased  about  300,000  "bales  or 
nearly  60  percent  of  the  19*1-3  crop  and  had  200,000  "bales  of  this  pur- 
chase still  in  Steele  on  July  1,  I9W.    Purchases  are  reported  to  have  been 
heavy  during  the  19^-li-5  season,  but  all  except  100,000  bales  had  been  ex- 
ported or  sold  to  foreign  f irms  for  export  by  August  1,  19^5. 

The  19^5  cotton  crop  in  Mexico  is  estimated  at  14-58,000  bales  (  of  V?8 
pounds  net)  from  895,000  acres,  compared  with  539,000  bales  from  1,046,000 
acres  in  I9M1-  (final  official  estimates).    Weather  conditions  in  19^5  were 
somewhat  moire  favorable  than  in  19hh,    The  acreage  reduction  was  attributed 
largely  to  the  reduction  in -cotton  support  prices  and  a  tightening  of  credit 
for  cotton  growers.  : 

Cotton  consumption  in  19^5  is:  being  maintained  at  the  -19^3  0116.  l^hh 
rate  of  about  380,000  bales  (of  hrJ'8  pounds),  annually.    This  would  leave  a 
surplus  of  only  about  75,000  bales  from  the  19^5  crop..   The  high  rate  of 
mill  consumption  during  the  war  years  was  due  partly  to  a  growing  export 
trade  in  cotton  textiles  with  Central  American  countries.  •  A  diinese  .  • 
Commercial  Mission  visited  Mexico  recently  and  entered  negotiations  for 
the  purchase  of  at-  least  kk  million  yards  of  cotton  goods.    Exports  of 
cotton  fabrics',  and  woven  goods  from  Mexico  increased  from  ^20  short  tons 
in  191a  to  8,500  tons  in  19^3,  7,669  tons,  in  ±9kk  and  totaled-  Kfhs6  .tans 
during  the  first  k  months  of  19^5. ■  The  current  scarcity  of  cotton  goods 
in  nearly  all  eountries.  appears  to  assure  Mexican  cotton  mills  a  profit- 
able market  for  th«ir  entire  output  in  19^6, 

t  '': 

Cotton  exports  from  Mexico  totaled  119,000  bales  during,  the  10  months 
ended  May  31,  I9U5,  compared  with  9,000  bales  for  a  similar  period  in  19^3- 
kk  with  25,000  bales  for  the  10  months  of  19^2 -lj-3.    The  12-month  total  was 
only  31,000  bales  for  ±9k3-kk  and  26,000  for  19k2-h3.    Practically  all  ex- 
ports of  cotton  from  Mexico  during  the  war  years  appear-  on  the  trade,  records 
as  exports  to  the  United  States.    Under  the  United  States  import  quota 
system  for  cotton  only,  about  18,000  bales  of  Mexican  cotton  may  enter  this 
country  during  any  quota  year  (beginning  September  20)  for  consumption 
here.    The  remainder  enters  the  United  States  in  bond  and  i3  reshipped  to 
other  countries.    Canada  was  the  principal  destination  in  recent  years,, 
but  most  of  the  cotton  exported  during  19^-^5  is  expected,  to  be  reshipped 
to  European  countries. 

Cotton  prices  in  Mexico  reached  their  highest  level,  equivalent  to 
19.9  to  20,6  United  States  cents  per  pound  for  Middling  1-inch  at  Torreon, 
during  the  first  6  months  of  ±9hk .    The  Government's  support  price  was 
reduced  by  .6  cent  on  June  23,  I9UU,  and  since  that  month  mar  Ice  t.  prices  • 
have  gradually  declined  to  a  current  level  of  slightly  under  18  cents 
per  pound. 
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The  carry-over  at  the  "beginning  of  the  current  season,  July;  1,  19^5, 
is  estimated  at  212,000  bales  (of  lj.78  pounds),  compared  with  300,000  a 
year  ago.    About  100,000  bales  of  the  19^5  carry-over  was  Government-owned. 
About  100,000  bales  may  be  added  to  the  carry -over  figure .. in  each  year  to 
get  a  stock  figure  for  July  31.  •  •  • 

TOBACCO  :. 

UNITED  STATES  KEEPS  HEAD  IN  .  .. 

PORTUGUESE  TOBACCO  MARKET'    ;  . 

During  the  war  years,. the  United  States  has  retained  its  prewar 
position  as  the  principal  supplier  of  Portugal's  tobacco^  imports. 
Portugal  depends  upon  supplies  of  foreign  leaf  tobacco  to  meet  virtually 
its  entire  domestic  needs.    Throughout  the  prewar  period,  1935-1939, 
imports  of  leaf  averaged  6,381,000  pounds  annually,  of  which  the  United 
States  supplied  an  average  of  4J7  million  pounds,  or  about  7^  percent.  Im- 
ports from  this  country,  chiefly  Bur ley,  flue-cured,  and  fire-cured  leaf, 
increased  to  an  average  of  5,690,000  pounds  during  the  period  19^0- I9U3. 
The  Portuguese  Colony  of  Angola  ranked  second  as  a  supplier  of- leaf 
tobacco  to  the 'mother  country.    Other  principal  sources  of  supply  were- 
the  Netherlands  Indies,  Cuba,  and  the  Dominican  Eepublic.

Portugal's  requirements  of  tobacco  products  are  met  largely  by  domes- 
tic manufacture,  and  imports .  are  relatively  unimportant.    Imports  of 
cigarettes,  principally . from  the  United  States  and  Brazil,  averaged  138,000 
pounds  annually  during  the' period  19^0-19^3,  "Demands  for  American  cigar- 
ettes are  reported. to  be  increasing,  but  the  majority  of  the  population 
are  unable  to  pay  the  present  retail  price  of  28  to  32  cents  per  packet. 
Imports  of  cigars,  chiefly  from  Cuba  and  Brazil,  averaged  only  21,000 
pounds  during  the  corresponding  period.    Imports  of  chewing  tobacco,  smok- 
ing tobacco,  and  snuff,  wore  negligible.    Portugal^  tobacco  ricnuf actiiring 
is  carried  on  by  two  companies,  operated  under  Government  contract. 
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TURKEY'S  19^5  TOBACCO 
PRODUCTION  SMALLER 

Turkey's  19^5  production  of  leaf  tobacco  is  estimated,  at  only  about 
100  million  pounds,  compared  "with,  an  average  production  of  approximately 
137  million  during  the  5-year  (1939-19^-3)  period.    The  small  outturn  from 
the  current  harvest  is  attributed  largely  to  inadequate  rainfall. 

Recent  purchases  of  leaf  for  American  account  have  averaged  59  cents 
per  pound  for  Izmir  grades,  7S  cents  for  Bursa,  and  76  cents  for  Samsun. 
The  high  prices  paid  for  Bursa  in  relation  to  those  for  Sumsun,  generally 
considered  a  superior  grade,  are  the  result  of  heavy  demands  from  Egyptian 
buyers  for  Bursa  leaf. 

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

WORLD  CITRUS  PRODUCTION 
AND  TRADE  SUMMARY  l/ 

World  citrus  production  is  estimated  at  31^  million  boxes  in  the 
19^-^5  season,  or  about  the  same  as  the  record  output  of  19^-0.  Because 
of  the  leading  position  held  by  the  United  States  in  citrus  growing, 
where  output  has  continued  to  expand,  world  production  ha3  been  held,  at 
a  relatively  high  level  during  the  war  years.    As  conditions  in  the  East- 
ern Hemisphere  approach  normalcy,  increases  in  world  production  can  be 
expected  again.   ..Thus,  difficulties  of  finding  satisfactory  market  out- 
lets for  all  the  citrus  fruit  that  may  be  produced  will  be  intensified  in 
the  immediate  postwar  years.

Because  of  the  relatively  low  levels  of  consumer  purchasing  power 
expected,  in  the  importing  countries  of  Europe,  deficiencies,  in  exchange,  and 
the  necessity  of  using  the  limited  available'  exchange  for-  the  purchase  of  . 
primary  food  supplies  and  industrial  good's','-  rehabilitation  of  international 
trade  in  the  early  postwar  years  may  be  difficult. 

Western  Hemisphere  countries  may  have*  "to'  look  even  more  to  process- 
ing, to  new  industrial  uses,  and  to  expanding  their  home  markets  for 
freaH  fruit,  in  order  to  absorb  a  larger  part  of  their  -citrus  -production. 

Of  the  total  31^  million  boxes  of  citrus  fruit  produced  in  19kh,  230 
million  were  oranges  (including  tangerines  and  mandarins);  Jk  million, 
grapefruit;  27  million,  lemons;  and  3  million,  limes.    -Oranges  in  19^4 
accounted  for  '73  percent  of  the  total  citrus  crop.    The  trend  of  citrus 
production  in  general  is  closely  paralleled  by  the  trend  of  orange  pro- 
duction since  oranges  account  for  the  major  part  of  the'  citrus  production.

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Woria  orange  production  averaged  102  million  "boxes  in  the  5-year 
(1920-1921!-)  period  and  increased  nearly  every  year  until  19^0  when  pro- 
duction was  estimated  at  23*+  million  boxes,  the  largest  crop  ever  pro- 
duced.   The  United  States  now  produces  about  ^9  percent  of  the  world's 
orange  crop;  Brazil,  9;  Spain,  8;  Italy,  5;  Palestine,  3;  while  the  re- 
maining 26  percent  is  produced  in  various  other  countries. 

Before  the  war,  20  percent  or  ^5  to  50  million  boxes  of  oranges  en- 
tered world  trade.    Spain,  Palestine,  tho  United  States,  Brazil,  Italy, 
and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  were  the  largest  exporters.    The  United 
Kingdom  was  by  far  the  largest  import  market,  taking  about  a  third  of  -the 
world  orange  imports.' '  Germany,  France,  Canada,  and  the"  Low  Countries 
took  another  third,  and'  the'  remainder  went  to  a  large!  number'  of  minor  im- 
porting countries.       •-•»••  ■  


The  United  States  produces  about  97  percent  of  the  total  world 
grapefruit.    Production  has  increased  at  a  rapid  rate  from  7  million 
boxes  in  1920  to  a  high  record  of  58  million  in  19^3.    This  increase  has 
made  necessary  the  diversion  of  increasing  quantities  into  canned  pro- 
ducts which  during  the  war  were  readily  absorbed  by  the  market.  About 
8  percent  of  the  world  grapefruit  total  output  entered  into  international 
trade  channels  before  tho  war.    The  United  States  and  Palestine  supplied 
almost  the  entire  needs  of  the  importing  countries.    During  the  war, 
trade  has  been  reduced  to  about  2  percent  of  production. 

Lemon  production  has  not  increased  as  rapidly  as  other  citrus,'  Dur- 
ing 1920-192^,  production  averaged  20  million  boxes.    Increasing  slowly  out- 
put reached  33  million  in  19^0  and  since  that  time  has  been  somewhat  smaller 
with  an  indicated  crop  of  27  million  in  the  ISkk  season.    Since  1933,  the 
United  States  has  replaced  Italy  as  the  leading  producer  of  lemons.  The 
two  countries  have  accounted  for  80  percent  of  the  world  total, 

POTATO  PRODUCTION  IN 
SOUTH  AFRICA  INCREASED 

Total  production  of  potatoes  in  South  Africa  for  the  l$tk-h5  season 
is  estimated  at  6,250,000  bushels  of  60  pounds,  or  19  percent  larger  than 
the  5,250,000  bu3hel3  produced  in  the  previous  season.    Rationing  was 
applied  by  dealers  in  I9UU,  but  supplies  are  believed  to  be  sufficient  in 
19^5  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  country.    The  potato  industry  has  been  affect- 
ed by  shortage  of  imported  seed  potatoes, 

TURKISH  FIG  CROP 
LARGER  THAN  LAST  YEAR 

The  19^5  preliminary  forecast  of  total  dried -fig  production  in  Turkey 
is  35,200  3hort  tons,  compared  with  31,000  ton3  a/  in  ighk  and  27,500  tons 
in  1943,    The  forecast  indicates  the  largest  production  since  the  ncar-

At  the  start  of  the  growing  season,  prospects  for  a  record  crop  were 
good.    As.  the  season  advanced,  however,  the  drought,  prevailing  in  most 
Mediterranean  areas,  "began  to  take  effect  in  Turkey,  and  prospects  "began 
to  decline.    The  quality  of  the  figs  is  reported'  as  excellent,  with  low- 
grade  "Horda"  figs  now  "being  estimated  at  about  10  percent  of  the  total 
crop,  or  around  3,500  short  tons. 

As  the  new  crop  harvest  -  got  under  way  no  carry-over  of  commercial 
importance  remained  from  the  19^  production.    Preliminary  data  indicate 
British  interests  had  purchased  some  17,600  short  tons.    Egypt,  Palestine, 
and  Iraq  had  taken  another  2,200  tons,  while  5,500  tons  went -into  ales hoi 
manufacture.    The  remainder  wont  to  European  neutrals  and  to  meet  Turkish 
domestic  needs.    The  market  was  somewhat  abnormal  due  to  wartime  trade 
hindrances.    On  January  1,  19^5,  when  normally  a  very  large  percentage  of 
the  crop  would  have  been  exported,  or  contracted  for,  some  17,600  tons  re- 
mained unsold.    The  large  quantity  sold  to  British  interests  was  moved  at 
prices  somewhat  lower  than  the  inflated  wartime  prices  which  hod  prevailed 
in  the,  market. 

The  trade  sources  ..in  Turkey  now  indicate  that  an .  exportable  surplus 
of  about  18,000  short  tons  from  the  new  crop  will  be  available  instead  of 
the  larger  figures  mentioned  by  the  same  sources  a  short  time  ago.  This 
figure  should  not  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  this  potential  exportable 
surplus  will  go  to  the  United  States,  as  a  heavy  percentage  of  this  surplus 
will  not.be  of  a  grade  and  quality  suitable  for  the  United  States  market. 
The  ixrice'  situation  'is  still  .uncertain,  however,  but  there  is  reason  to 
believe  it  will  sliow  ,a  woaker  tone  than  at  the  .start  of  last  season. 
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LIVESTOCK  AMD  ANIMAL  PRODUCTS  -..'/; 

NEW  LIVESTOCK  ESTIMATES 
ISSUED  HI  ARGENTINA    .  .  . 

Agricultural  statistics  released  by  the  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture as  of  June  30,  19^5,  show  increases  over  the  June  30>  1937 >  census 
of  2.'i-  percent  for  cattle,  28  percent  for  sheep,  and  102  percent  for  hogs. 
The  actual  numbers  for  the  current  date  are  put  at  3^.  million  head  for 
cattle,  56  million  for  sheep,  and  8  million  for  hogs. 

The  new  cattle  number  is  larger  than  the  19^-2  estimate,  which  appears 
in  consistent  with  the  declining  trend  in  animal  slaughter  from  19^1  to 
19^.    This  increase  may  largely  "be  explained  by  the  following:  The 
slaughter  rate  during  the  first  6  months  of  19^5  was  only  about  one-half 
normal,  owing  to  the  packing  house  strike  lasting  3  months  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  semester;  the  severe  summer  drought  of  ISkk-h^  which 
slowed  up  gains;  and  the  uncertainty  over  the  price  which  would  be  estab- 
lished for  export  beef  in  the  now  British  Ministry  of  Food  contract.  A 
larger -than- Usual  percentage  of  cattle  doubtless  was  remaining  on  farms 
as  "of  June  30  of  this  year. 

Since  the  1937  census,  cattle  numbers  appear  to  have  increased  in 
-the  .early,  war  years  but  to  hare  dropped  to  s  somewhat-  smaller  level 
thereafter.    The  trend  in  Argentine  livestock  from  year  to  year  is 
difficult  to  ascertain  due  to  the  fact  that  national  censuses  occur  at 
irregular  intervals,  and  regular  annual  estimates • as  of  a  specified  date 
■are  not  made...  . 

Slaughter. of  cattle .in  packing  plants  in  the  third  quarter  (July- 
September)  of-  19*4-3  and  19*+!4-  averaged  600,000  head.    Assuming  a  similar 
rate  of  slaughter  at  these  plants  for  the  third  quarter  of  19*4-5 ,  and 
taking  an  estimate  of  about  1  million  head  for  slaughter  in  municipal 
and  private  slaughter  houses  and  on  farms,  the  total  slaughter  in 
Argentina  between  July  1  and  September  30  would  amount  to  1,6  million  head. 
With  such  a  disappearance,  the'  number  of  cattle  on  hand  on  September  30 
this  year  would  be"  about  32  million  head  or  approximately  the  number  pub- 
lished in  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  September  17,  .19*1.5. 

On  the  basis  of  the  new  Argentine  estimate  sheep  numbers  as  of  June 
30,  19*4-5,  appear  to  be  the  largest  since  the  total  of  67  million  head  re- 
ported in  May  1908.    As  with  cattle,  this  high  current  level  may  be  due 
in  part  to  the  \ohh-\^  drought  and  to  the  low  rate  of  slaughter  in  the 
forepart  of  the  year  while  the  packing  house  strike  was  in  of  feet.  Owing 
to  the  difference  in  dates,  however,  the  19*4-5  figure  is  not  strictly  com- 
parable with  the  19*4-2  estimate  of  51  million  head. 

In  19*4-3  and  19^,  sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  by  packing  plants  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year  (July -September)  averaged  about  2  million  head. 
If  packing  house  slaughter  in  the  third  quarter  of  this  year  should  also 
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approximate  2  million  head,  along  with  an  additional  slaughter  of  1.4 

million  head  in  municipal  and  private  slaughter  houses  and  on  farms,  the 

number  of  3heep  on  hand  as  of  September  30,  1945,  therefore,  would  he  about 

53  million  head.    This  is  about  2  million  head  larger  than  the  estimate 

published  in  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  September  17,  19*4-5, 

-  .   ( 

Hog  numbers -as  of  June  30,  l°4-5,  according  to  the  Argentine  estimate, 
were  the  largest  ever  reported.    Although  ro  official  estimates  were 
issued  at  the  time,  numbers  may  possibly  have  been  even  higher  in  June  1944. 
A  reduction  in  numbers  in  1945  was  indicated  following  the  short  oorn  crop 
of  ±$hk~k5,    A  liquidation  of  hogs  began  oarly  this  year,  but  was  tempo - 
arily  chocked  by  strikes  at  packing  plants.    With  slaughter  at  packing 
plants  and  other  locations  only  as  large  for  the  third  quarter  thi3  year 
as  a  year  ago,  hog  numbers  as  of  September  30,  1945,  would  3how  a  consider- 
able reduction  from  the  8  million  head  reported  on  Juno  30  and  would  be 
nearer  the  estimate  of  7  million  head  carried  in  Foreign  Crop3  and  Markets j 
June  k,  1945. 

In  comparing  the  Argentine  estimates  of  June  30  with  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  Relations  estir?tes  of  September  30,  the  natural 
increase  through  calving,  lambing,  and  farrowing  was  not  taken  into  account 
since  these  increases  were  only  getting  under  way  by  the  latter  date.

GRAINS  (CONTINUED) 

CANADA  SETS  -  MAXIMUM  WHEAT  EXPORT 
PRICE;  5-IEAR  MINIMUM  PRICE 

A  maximum  price  of  $1.55  per  bushel  ($1.41  in  United  States  cur- 
rency) for  wheat  exports  overseas  wc    announced  by  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment- on  September  19.    At  the  same  time  a  minimum  price  of  $1,00  per 
bushel  ($.91  in  United  States  currency)  was  assured  growers,  on  authorized 
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deliveries  fpr  each  crop  year  up  to  July  31,  1950'.    Both  prices  were  b  isod 
on  No.  1  Northern  in  store  Fort  "William-Port  Arthur  or  Vancouver,  with 
appropriate  discounts  for  lover  grades.    Participation  certificates  will 
continue  to  enable  growers  to. share  in  any  profits  realized  from  the  sale 
of  wheat  by  the  Wheat  Board.    The  action  also  does  not  affect  the  initial 
payment  of  $1.25  per  bushel  previously  announced  for  the  l^}k^-hG  narrat- 
ing year. 

In  explaining  and  justifying  the  maximum  price  the  Order  in  Council 
states : 

"That  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  interests  of  Canada  and'  of  Canadian 
wheat  growers  to  take  advantage  of  the  necessity  of  former  Allies  by' 
charging  higher;  prices  for  wheat,  thereby,  encouraging  an  uneconomic  expan- 
sion of  wheat  acreage  in  both  importing  and  exporting  countries,  including 
Canada;  '  ',  . 

"That  it  is  in  the  interests  of  Canada  and  Canadian  wheat'  growers 
to  continue  to  offer  wheat  for  sale  at  prices  not  in  excess'  of  "those  pre- 
vailing at  the  end  of  hostilities  towards  the  end  of  maintaining'  a  bal- 
anced agricultural  programme  at  home,  securing  and  holding  markets  for 
Canadian  wheat  throughout  the  world  and  assisting  in  the  early  stabili- 
zation of  economic  and  political  life  in -.war- torn  countries; 

"That  as  a  further  means  of  stabilizing  wheat  prices  during"' the 
post-war  period  it  is  the  intention  that: steps  shall  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  producers  will  not  at  any  time  up  to  July  31,  19^0,  receive  less, 
than  $1.00  per  bu.3hei  for  Ifurber  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat,,  basis  in 
store  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  or  Vancouver,  on  the  authorized  deliveries 
for  each  crop  year. 

ARGENTINA  SEEDS  SMALL 
GRAIN  ACREAGE 

Argentina's  area  under  small  grains  in  19^5  is  indicated  to  be  about 
2  million  acres  smaller  than  the  below- average  area  in  19^,  according 
to  the  first  official  estimate  of  the  probable  acreage  seeded.  The 
largest  decrease  is  estimated  in  the  wheat  area,  which  is  placed  at 
1^,127,000  acres,  compared  with  15,369,000  acres  a  year  ago.  Unusually 
heavy  abandonment  last  yea:'  brought  the  harvested  acreage  down  to 
10,817,000  acres.    At  the  figure  reported,  the  current  acreage;  would  be 
the  smallest  seeded  3inco  I906.    Oats  and  rye  acreages  are  also  some- 
what smaller  than  a  yeer  ago,  but  a  small  increase  is  reported  in  the 
barley  area. 

The  reduced  area  sown  is  attributed  to  drought  conditions  over  a 
large  part  of  the  grain  area  during  seeding  time.    The  guaranteed  ;;rice 
of  wheat  to  farmers  of  73  cents  per  bushel  (9  pesos  per  100  kilogra:  ) 
basis  Buenos  Aires,  in  a  short  crop  year  also  appears  to  have  disco- raged 
come  interest  in  wheat  this  season.    After  adversely  affocting  soedings 
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the  noisture  condition  improved  in  August,  and  general  rains  in  mid-Sept- 
ember further  relieved  conditions  in  cone  still  deficient  creas. 

While  it  is  too  early  in  the  season  to  have  a  dependable  forc-c?-ct 
of  the  crop  to  t>e  harvested  in  December- January,  average  yields  on  the 
indicated  acreage  would  result  in  another  considerably  below-average  har- 
vest.   Some  increase  over  last  year's  very  short  crop  of  150  million. bu- 
shels, however,  is  generally  expected.
